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INSULTING TH E REFERENDUM 


Having asked the property owners on Cass street to indicate by a 
postal card vote what pavement they desired, and having found on counts 
ing the votes that the said property owners were three to one in favor 
of macadam, the city council immediately voted not to give them the 
macadam but to put in creosote block. 
The Tribune does not feel qualified to discuss the merits of creosote 
block. 
It is more expensive than blick, and while less noisy than brick 
H is also less durable than brick. 
Experiences of cities have differed. In 
some municipalities it is favored, but in many places it is being torn up 
because of unsatisfactory results. 
Regardless of the merits of the various paving materials suggested, 
the action of the council smacks of a mixture of folly and bad faith. We 
do not think the policy of submitting paving questions to property hold­ 
ers is a wise one. 
The city engineering department, associated with the 
mayor and council, is presumed to have exact 
scientific 
knowledge 
of 
these matters, and its judgment should be best in cases 
of 
this 
sort. 
Moreover, the votes of property holders regarding matters affecting the 
public improvement and public taxing of their property are certain to be 
affected by personal considerations not identical with definite conclusions 
as to the general public good. We do not believe that an 
opportunity 
should be given a number of people to dictate to the city government 
what paving shall be used in Cass street any more than the single postal 
cay! vote of Mr. Edwards of the street car company should have again re­ 
sulted in the postponement of the paving of our most 
neglected 
and 
abused Main street. 
However, we do believe most emphatically that, having in good faith 
solicited the opinions of property owners, and having found a conclusive 
majority in favor of a certain material, the council was morally bound 
to heed the wishes of the voters. 
One might almost surmise that a de-* 
liberate affront was planned. The referendum is illogical in matters of 
this sort, but the referendum having been resorted to, wre agree with Ald­ 
erman Smith’s exclamation, “Three to one! 
I can’t go against that!” 


It will not detract from the public esteem and confidence enjoyed by 
these two men that when there was brought before them a weak-minded 
girl of seventeen years, the victim of an undetected miscreant to cover 
whose crime the desperation of insanity led her to a felonious act, they 
dropped the scepter of technical justice and made humanity their first com 
sideration.
